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POULTRY 

Slaughtered  Under  Federal  Inspection  and  Poultry 
Used  in  Canning  and  Other  Processed  Foods 
January  1963

Inspected  poultry  - The  number  of  head  (chickens,  turkeys  and  ducks  combined)  inspected  un- 
der the  Poultry  Inspection  Act  carried  on  by  the  U.  S.  D,  A.  during  January  1963  amounted  to 
l63,  639,  000,  compared  with  137,  204,  000  in  January  1962.  The  number  of  head  and  pounds 
(live  weight)  inspected  by  classes  were:  young  chickens,  150,  583,  000  head,  525,  172,  000 
pounds;  mature  chickens,  10,  725,  000  head,  49,  240, 000  pounds;  fryer-roaster  turkeys, 

711,000  head,  6,  41 1,  000  pounds;  yoimg  turkeys,  1,  371,  000  head,  32,  163,  000  pounds;  old  tur- 
keys 34, 000  head,  685, 000  pounds;  and  ducks  215, 000  head,  1,  308,  000  pounds. 

Certified  poultry  - The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  as  wholesome  in  January  1963  totaled 
442,  959,  000  pounds  ready-to-cook  weight  of  which  359,  760,  000  pounds  were  iced  and 
83,  199,  000  pounds  were  frozen.  Total  pounds  certified  by  class  of  poultry  were  as  follows: 
young  chickens,  377,  592,  000  pounds;  mature  chickens,  33,  379,  000  pounds;  fryer-roaster  tur- 
keys, 5, 006, 000  pounds;  young  turkeys,  25,459, 000  pounds;  old  turkeys,  542, 000  pomids; 
ducks,  965,  000  pounds;  and  other  poultry,  106,  000  pounds. 

Canned  and  processed  poultry  - Poultry  inspected  and  used  for  canning  and  other  processed 
food  in  January  1963  totaled  50,  046,  000  pounds  ready-to-cook  weight,  compared  with 
39,  359,  000  pounds  in  January  1962.  The  quantity  used  in  January  1963  consisted  of  8,  406,  000 
pounds  of  young  chickens,  23,  260,  000  pounds  of  mature  chickens,  13,  81 6, 000  pounds  of  tur- 
keys and  4,  564,  000  pounds  of  other  poultry. 

Cut-up  poultry  - Poultry  cut  up  and  packaged  in  plants  under  Federal  inspection  in  January 
1963  was  72,  473,  000  pounds  ready-to-cook  weight,  compared  with  49,  885,  000  pounds  in  Janu- 
ary 1962.  The  quantity  consisted  of  68,  097,  000  pounds  of  young  chickens,  846,  000  pounds  of 
mature  chickens,  3,  381,  000  pounds  of  turkeys  and  149,  000  pounds  of  other  poultry. 

Ante-mortem  condemnations  amounted  to  1,  644,  000  pounds  live  weight  for  all  classes.  Con- 
demnations by  classes  were  equivalent  to  the  following  percentages  of  quantities  inspected: 
young  chickens,  0.  26  percent;  mature  chickens,  0.  41  percent;  fryer-roaster  turkeys,  0.  42 
percent;  yoving  turkeys,  0.  l6  percent;  old  turkeys,  0.  17  percent. 

Post-mortem  condemnations  in  January  1963  amounted  to  16,  584,  000  pounds  (NYD)  weight. 
Condemnations  by  classes  were  equivalent  to  the  following  percentages  of  quantities  inspected: 
yoxang  chickens,  3.  10  percent;  mature  chickens,  2.  94  percent;  fryer-roaster  turkeys,  1.  32 
percent;  young  turkeys,  1.  96  percent;  old  turkeys,  1.46  percent;  and  ducks  1.  36  percent.  In 
January  1962,  the  condemnations  by  classes  were  equivalent  to  the  following  percentages  of 
quantities  inspected:  young  chickens,  3.  09  percent;  mature  chickens,  2.  76  percent;  fryer- 
roaster  turkeys,  1. 77  percent;  young  turkeys,  2,  08  percent;  old  turkeys,  1.  59  percent;  and 
ducks,  1.20  percent.
